The following letter is from 
Dr. Mary R. Fleming, who is now 
a medical mia3ionary in Persia: 

Tabriz, Persia. 

November 20, 1916. 

I hope my letters are getting 
through to you better than yours 
to me. I have had ooly two, one 
written from Atlantic City, and 
one of Sept. 17th. As I judge 
you write every week, as I do, 
there must be others on the road. 

I got a letter today from Dakin 
Bros, of London, aaying that they 
have sent my books. The Board 
ought, of course, pay the bill, be 
cause they should hare come 
through as part of my freight. 
Write about it to the Board, aud 
let me know. I hope the books 
will get through all right, and I 
thank you very much for sending 
them. 

I went down town this after¬ 
noon and called on Miss Beaber at 
the Girla’ School, and on Mr. and 
Mrs. Gifford. The latter are very 
pleasant and cordial. They have 
invited me to spend Sunday with 
them this week and 1 shall be 
glad to do so. It was the first 
time I had been out of the com¬ 
pound since Sunday, except pray¬ 
er meeting Tuesday night. This is 
the Moharram, and the streets 
have been so full of Moslem proces¬ 
sions that it was not considered 
pleasant for the ladies to go out. 
The streets are a continual delight 
to me with their picturesque peo¬ 
ple and scenes. You would have 
been interested to see me walk 
down this afternoon. We never 
go out alone. 1 mean one lady: 
always with a servant. He walks 
in front and makes a way if there 
ia a crowd, turns aside donkeys, 
of sheep or horses that would oth¬ 
erwise jostle one; sees that chil- 
dreen and beggars do not annoy 
one unduly. This is necessary, 
and at least as long as one does 
not know the language, it would 
not be wise for a woman to go 
without one, but I am not used to 
it yet. 1 could not help smiling, 
and 1 wished to send you a pioture 
of me walking in stately dignity 
(as far as cobble stonea would al¬ 
low) with “Ismail” inarching in 
front, “Ismail” is a tall good 
looking Moslem. "He wears a chirk 
green suit with the skirt of the 
coat laid in plaite and a high black 
cap. Hit thick black hair is sha¬ 
ven off his forehead, and cut 
straight across behind the ears. 
His thick pink socks show above 
dust colored shoes. Sometime I 
shall take a picture of him in his 
Sunday blacks, when he is very 
imposing. 

Tonight we are to have a com¬ 
mittee meeting to make final ar¬ 
rangements for the Thanksgivmg 
dinner. The Station has it in 
common, and much is made of -t, 

Mr. Jessup, Mr. DuBourdieu 
and Mr. Rieben (teachers iD the 
Boys’ School,) Miss Shaw, Miss 
Easton, and Miss Camp—the “un¬ 
attached” people—are giving it. 
I was not in it at first, as it wss 
planned before I came, but Miss 
Sbaw has gone on a tour, so I am 
to take her place. There will be 
twenty people at the tables.

MnrlJnton, Pocahontas County, 
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long. The nights are clear with a 
brilliant mo«in It is cold enough 
at Digbt to make a little wood fire 
acceptable ana one needs a good 
deal of bed covering. 

I found on going into the cellar 
the other day to hunt for a box 
for wood, that Mr. Pitman haa left 
bis saddle. That prompted me to 
have a horse back ride occasion¬ 
ally by way of exercise. So after 
Thanksgiving I shall see about it. 
I find I can get a horse for an hour 
once or twice a week without be¬ 
ing very extravagant. 

You see I have nothing to do 
but atudy Turkish, and I can’t do 
that all day. In our quiet houa* 
hojd very little goea on. I have 
more energy than I know what to 
do with. We had a visit the other 
day that made us feel a little in 
touch with the outside world and 
with the war. Dr. Snively, who 
is in charge of a Red Cross unit at 
Khoy, northeast of us, came over 
here te see about his pass-port, as 
he ia going home soon. He has 
five American nurses and some 
Russian Sisters, and twenty-five 
orderlies there. He is quite a big 
man, having been in charge of all 
the uoits in Russia, and lie was 
asked to stay this fall and help 
bridge over the times after the 
American uoits were withdrawn: 
also to get the Russian Red Ccpss 
on its feet. He is from Columbus, 
Ohio, Professor of Obsteteries in 
tbe State University there. He 
is a Presbyterian, a member of 
Northmin-ter Church; he is a very 
pleasant man. It ia his hope to 
reach home before Christmas. He 
came out to see us. The Hospital 
pleased him. Indeed Miss Easton 
keeps it in fitftf shape. 

This letter will reach you some 
time about Cbristfpu.' I wished 
to send some little presents to you 
and to tbe folks in Highland, and 
to others, but it is so uncertain 
about packages getting through. 
Then, of course, I shall have to 
ask some ooe to go sLoppiug with 
me, and to interpret for me. Ev¬ 
eryone is so busy that I can not 
ask it of them. Mrs. Coan is not 
well. She does not go down town. 
Mrs. Muller with whom I tried it 
once ia not very satisfactory. She 
dislikes tbe crowds and the necea- 
rary banning 1SK WiMfitfflV 
I shall wait until 1 can talk for 
myself. I enjoy the Bazaars, and 
feel no fear of. the crowds, though 
I always wear a veil when I go. 

1 suppose the awful ordeal in Ar¬ 
menia last winter has shaken her

We get news irregularly. The 
telegraph lines are cut now and 
then. One item the other day 
was that the Pres. Board had 
heard that tbe refugees in Tabriz 
were dying of cholera at the rate 
100 a day. There was a time 
early in the fall when there was 
cholera here, and the schools were 
closed when I arrived. About 
4,000 are said to have died in the 
city, and very many in the nearby 
villages, but it was not specially, 
or mainly among tbe refugees. It 
is all gone now.

, NATIONAL FORESTS 

Notice has juat been received by 
Forest Examiner Marsh, of Har¬ 
risonburg, in charge of the Shen¬ 
andoah National Forest that the 
title to two tracts of land lying in 
the Shenandoah Mountains in 
Rockingham and Augusta counties 
haa passed to tbe Government and 
that the piyment therefore has 
been made. 

One tract of 7,864,43 acres was 
purchased from the Chesapeake 
Western Railway Company, while 
tbe other containing 2386 66 acres 
was purchased from Samuel B. 
Loose, of Hagerstown, Md. The 
average price waa $2 30 per acre. 

Although these are the first 
land for which payment has been 
made on this Forest it is expected 
that within the next thirty days 
the title to about 100,000 acres will 
be vested in the Government. 
This will represent an expooditur i 
of approximately one-third of a 
million dollars. 

Theee lands will eventually be a 
source of considerable revenue to 
the counties of Rockingham. Au¬ 
gusta, Highland and Pendleton 
within which they are located ow¬ 
ing to the fact that 25 percent of 
the revenue received from the 
Natiooal Forests will revert to the 
State to be distributed among tbe 
counties witbin which National 
Forest lands lie for the benefit of 
tbe public seboo's and roads. An 
additional l(fpercent will be.avail¬ 
able for roads witbin the National 
Forest boundary. 

Since there are considerable 
bodies of virgin timber on the 
lands within tbe Shenandoah For¬ 
est in this county, the revenue 
from timber sales alone should in 
the near future amount to a con¬ 
siderable sum, and should continue 
to increase indefinitely under sys¬ 
tematic management. 

in addition to tbe reve lue re¬ 
turned, the National Forest afford 
unlimited recreational advantages, 
and it is the policy of tbe Forest 
Service to enoourage their use for 
these and similar purposes. Per-, 
mits can be secured by individuals 
'or elubs for the construction of 
camps and club houses, and it is 
hoped that the public will take ad 
vantage of the unusual recreation¬ 
al advantages which can be secar- 
ed within the National Forest 
boundary.—Pendleton Times. 

BIG RAILROAD WORK. 

Extensive enlargements to the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railway 
company’s yards in this city are 
being made by two large forces of 
workmen under two companies of 
contractors. Langhoroe & Lang- 
home Co. & Snead, an tbe con¬ 
tractors for the work being done 
in the west end of the city, where 
they have one of the largest and 
most powerful steam shovels ever 
made, in operation all the lime 
removing a huge cliff. Operations 
in tbe Eist end yards are under 
other contractors, and it is believ¬ 
ed this work is the beginning of a 
double track system for the Green 
brier division.
